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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1,2,5,6,8-12,15,16 and 
18, rejected under 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arsenault et al (6,701,528) in view of Yoshizawa et al (6,002,694), applicant argues 
that the prior arts of record do not teach preventing playback of the recording of the selected one of the plurality of multimedia 
presentations upon completion of the presentation (see page 6+ of Applicant's Remarks). 

In response, Examiner disagrees. Examiner notes Applicant's arguments, however, Arsenault teahes a virtual VOD system using 
multiple encrypted video segments where a user's request is communicated to the head end in real-time and upon receipt of the user 
request and payment information, the head end provides the necessary key to decrypt the encrypted data. The head end further provides 
purchase choices (monthly subscription, one time request as needed, etc.,) and further provides a first level access and second level 
access, where in the first level access, data packets may be decrypted to a first level of access and stored in the video storage device, in 
the second level, access control data is read from the video storage device and decrypted to the second level of access before the video 
data can be decoded and presentated to the user (col. 10, line 21-65). From this teaching it is obvious to one skill in the art that the head 
end controls the recorded content and it appears the system prevents playback of the recording of the selected one of the plurality of 
presentation upon completion of the presentation. Although Arsenault appears to be silent to this limitation, Yoshizawa clearly teaches this 
limitation, preventing playback of a recording of a selected one of the plurality of multimedia presentations upon completion of the 
presentation, i.e., upon completion reads on "end" of viewing/re-viewing within a specific time; outside of the specific time, the viewer is 
not able to view of re-view unless the viewer pay for the request; Col. 5, lines 46-53);. Yoshizawa discloses the use of a descrambling code ' 
key for descrambling the requested scrambling media (Col. 8, lines 41-63). Hence Yoshizawa clearly teaches this limitations which 
Arsenault appears to be silent of. Combining the references is proper, meets all the claim limitations. The finality of the last office action is 
hereby maintained. 
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
